A total of 36 pictures were 
taken of which 10 came out. Mortko 
took the photographs and developed 
and printed the pictures in time to 
have them in school the same morn¬ 
ing the eclipse occurred. This was 
quite an accomplishment since he has 
to be here by 8:42 a.m.

Movie Review

POBGY AND BESS 

George Gershwin’s melodic hit mu¬ 
sical “Porgy and Bess” has been 
made into a wonderful motion pic¬ 
ture. 

“Porgy and Bess’ is set in the at¬ 
mosphere of Catfish Row, a tiny 
fishing town in Charleston, S.C. It is 
the moving story of a crippled beg- 
ger, Porgy (Sidney Poitier) and his 
unshakable love for his woman, Bess 
(Dorothy Dandridge). 

Caught in a web of circumstance, 
Bess seeks refuge from the police 
after her boy friend, Crown (Block 
Peters), murdered a villager and 
fled into the palmetto marshes. The 
cripple Porgy, who had always se¬ 
cretly admired Bess, agrees to hide 
her from the Police. The strong, 
gentle, and lonely Porgy soon falls in 
love with Bess, and she begins to | 
return his affection. Porgy and Bess 
are finally married and begin to an¬ 
ticipate a very happy future. But, 
the inevitable finally happens when 
Crown returns to Catfish Row to j 
find Bess. 

This simple plot is carried out 
with the aid of striking sets and rich 
color; the contributions of master 
musicians, artists and craftsman; 
and a handpicked cast. Supporting 


Sidney Poitier and Dorothy Dand¬ 
ridge in this magnificent production 
are Sammy Davis, Jr. (Sportin’ 
Life), the narcotics salesman who 
becomes the personification of tempt¬ 
ing evil; Pearl Bailey (Maria), the 
inn-keeper who tries to keep the fu¬ 
ture of Porgy and Bess free from 
evil; and a huge cast of “towns¬ 
people” who add to the dramatic 
realism of “Porgy and Bess.” 

The very beautiful singing by both 
soloist and chorus succeed in touch¬ 
ing the hearts of all listeners. 
Among the memorable melodies are: 
“Bess, You Is My Women Now”, “I 
Loves You Porgy”, “Summertime”, 
“My Man’s Gone Now,” and a host 
of others. Many of the singing voices 
were “dubbed in” but this in no way 
affected the fine quality of the pic¬ 
ture. 

After seeing this thoroughly en¬ 
joyable picture, the audience, consist¬ 
ing mainly of high school representa¬ 
tives, had the pleasure of meeting 
Mrs. Samuel Goldwyn, wife of the 
producer of the picture. 

Your reviewer attended a special 
preview of “Porgy and Bess” which 
is currently being shown at the War¬ 
ner Theatre.
